Double Patenting 

Applicant's amendments, filed 9/28/2006, have overcome the provisional 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection of Claims 1-2, 4-7, 11-12 and 
14 over claims 1-3, 7, 12-13 and 15-16 of copending Application No. 10/486379 in view 
of Pudney et al (5912306). The rejection has been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Alkoxylated polyethyleneimines are known dispersants that are also 
crosslinkable (see Cleary et al, 6127331, Abstract or Ward, 5760386, col 4, lines 13-26) 
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and a person skilled in the art might be motivated to use an alkoxylated 
polyethyleneimine in the polymerization process of the instant invention. 

Dispersion polymerization in the presence of polyethyleneimine is also known 
(see Hosoda et al, 4380600, Abstract and col 5, lines 54-62 or Carl et al, 5840804, 
Abstract, col 2, lines 35-50 and col 8, lines 28-38). 

However, the modified polyalkyleneimines in the sulfate salt form as claimed are 
quite different from alkoxylated polyethyleneimines and unmodified polyethyleneimines 
and would not be obvious to try in a dispersion polymerization process with the 
expectation of similar results.
